‘These contrasts were to have been 
tadied in the House of Commons at 
the last session of parliament bat. 
after the House dissolved four hours 
following the opening, it was decided 
to issue the list in book form. 
After the War Supply Board took 
over the letting of contracts, Trans- 
Port Minister Howe, as minister re- 
sponsible for its activities, started 
issultig in December a weekly list 
of contracts covering those of $5,000 
or more. 

However, contracts handled by the 
Defence Purchasing Board hereto- 
fore have not been made public and 
the two booklets issued today cover 
orders down to such small figures as 
$4.26 for silver solder purchaser Nov. 
17 from the Johnson Matthew Com- 
pany of Toronto. 

The largest contracts in the Pur- 
chasing Board's list were for rail- 
way equipment. Equipment for the 
Canadian National Railways totall- 
ed $13,847,850, and for the Canadian 
Pacific $8,591,500, which with sales 
tax made a total of $24,234,498. - 

All the contracts for railway 
equipment were awarded on Oct, 
20, and brought the total contracts 
for October up to $36,056,796. The

When interviewed by The Ontario 
Intelligencer at the scene of the dual 
tragedy, Mrs. W. Faulkner. a neigh- 
bor lady, stated the Wellmans were 
old and respected residents of Raw- 
dén Township. “I don't know of 2 
single enemy these elderly peopir 
might have. They were well liked 
by every person in the community,” 
stated Mrs. Faulkner, who is also 
the mother of Edward Faulkner, the, 
mail carrier, who discovered the 
bodies this morning. 

Everett Wellman, a nephew o! the 
deceased persons, arrived early upon 
scene and was noticeably affected 
when police authorities informed 
him there was no doubt but thar 
the elderly couple had been shot to 
death with a shot gun. “I don’t 
understand it, why, they didn’t have 
a bad friend in the world. Who- 
ever did this terrible deed must have 
had robbery in mind,” added Mr. 
Wellman. 

County Constable Chief Clare 
Hayes of Tweed, impaneled a coz- 
oner’s jury composed of farmers of 
the district and Crown Attorney B. 
C. Donnan, K.C., conducted the pre- 
liminary investigation at the scene 
of the killings, Charles Dunham, a 
neighbor farmer, identified the

Men Spend Time 
Watching, Waiting 
For Enemy Planes 


Feb. 3 (CP) —In scores of 
lonem outposts along Britain's coasts 
men’ spend their time watching and 
Ustening for enemy airplanes. They 
are members of the Civil Observers 
Corps and someone has been on 
duty night and day since the early 
hours of Aug. 24. 

Most are voluntary part-time wor- 
kers who go on duty after business 
hours. They work for about four 
hours at a stretch—Just watching 
the heavens and listening. 

The exacting scrutiny has tuned 
up eyes and ears to an extraordin- 
ary pitch. Many can detect the 
sound of an airplane long before it 
gets into sight. They find it easy to 
detect the note of a foreign fighter. 

It {s a thankless Job, though. The 
Ustening posts are in the open air 
and placed in the highest and most 
exposed position in the district. 
Many observers, however, have 
learned more about astronomy in 
these weeks than they would have 
thought possible in a lifetime. 

Their work is important. Possibly 
their view of an enemy plane is the 
first and from thelr post goes the 
stand-by warning that causes Brit- 
ain’s great civil defence organiza- 
tion to prepare for action. A tip-off 
from such a post may result eventu- 
ally in fighter planes being ordered 
to intercept the enemy.

Yesterday I referred to how out- 
breaks of infectious diseases have 
fallen back before the increase in 
the use of ‘and improvement of. vac- 
cines and serums that build up im- 
munities against the germs that 
cause these infections, As I told 
you, I have seen vaccination re- 
duce small pox from almost an an- 
nual scourge to almost a rarity in 
my country district. 

Public antipathy and prejudice 
against vaccination its dying out, 
fortunately, and now we vaccinate 
the school children at as early an 
age as we can and repeat the ino- 
camueis at the necessary Iinter- 
vals. 

But vaccination at primary school 
age really isn't early enough. I ad- 
vice parents to have thelr children 
vaccinated before they are six. 

One reason for this advice is that 
vaccination in a very young child 
has a comparatively light reaction. 
With each increasing year in age, 
reactions are more marked by fever 
and general illness of a few day's 
duration.

A 
couple who were bathing when the 
torpedo shattered the freighter es- 
caped wearing towels in the sarong 
manner and with blankets over 
their shoulders. 

A dingy clothing store here 
promptly became the most popular 
place in town, after which the men 
went to the Seamen's Hospltal for a 
feed of ham and eggs and Cornish 
pastry,.which is‘ small meat and 
Tice ple. 

The hospital is in the charge of 
two former residents of Canada, the 
Rey.

During Election 


Will be on the “Honor System” 





Ottawa, Feb. 8—(CP) — Radio 
censorship during the Dominion 
elections campaign will be on the 
“honor system,” according to a 
modification of the wartime broad- 
casting code announced Wednes- 
day by Lieut.-Col. R. P. Landry, 
radio representative on the censor- 
ship co-ordination committee. 

Instead of submitting texts of 
broadcast political speeches to re- 
gional censors, the speakers -and 
managers of the radio stations 
“will be required of their own ac- 
cord to. observe the defence of 
Canada regulations.” 

Regulations barring broadcasts 
from the public platform remain 
in effect, with all political broad- 
casting confined to radio studios. 

The modification, Colonel Land- 
ry announced, was made at “the 
unanimous request of all political 
parties.” . : 

Speeches broadcast on free time 
over the national network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corjrae 
tion will be the responsibility of 
the party leaders in so far a3 ob- 
servance of the defence of Can- 
ada regulations is concerned. 

“The objects of censorship,” the 
announcement sald, “are to guard 
against communication .of infor- 
mation useful to the enemy, the 


making of statements Intended or 
likely to cause disaffection to His 
Majesty or to interfere with the 
success of His Majesty's forces, 
the spreading of reports and 
statements intended or likely to 
prejudice recruiting, training, dis- 
cipline or administration of His 
Majesty's forces, and the spread- 
ing of reports or statements pre- 
judicial to the safety of the state 
or the efficient prosecution of the 
war. 

“Constant

It generally is 
understood that the bank would 
authorize an additional $20,000,000 
loan to Finland if the legislation 
were approved. China also may re- 
ceive another $20,000,000. 

Finland previously has obtained 
$10,000,000 and China $25,000,000 
for purchase of non-military goods.

The Crippled Child 


It is trite, of course, for a doctor 
to say that too many children are 
crippled by accidents in the home. 
If only one child was crippled by 
an accident in a home in a year it 
would be too many. But at the 
risk of being trite. I must repeat 
the statement, for many parents 
still neglect the most clementary 
precautions. 

I am thinking now of the case 
of a child of {he or six that I was 
called to attend. The child had 
cut its foot almost off with an axe. 
The axe was as sharp as a razor, 
for the father earns his living as = 
woodsman. Yet it was left lying 
around where “any curious child 
could get at it. 

I am thinking, too, of letters I 
have received since the recent dis- 
cussion in this column of burns suf- 
fered by children in the home. 
Children are often crippled or dis- 
figured : for life by burns that could 
have been prevented, and these let- 
ters cite more such cases. One par- 
ticularly pitiful letter was written 
by a grandmother who had just lost

Sixty-five per cent of crippled 
children owe their deformity to dis- 
sease. The most common of these 
are rickets, infantile paralysis and 
tuberculosis. Every one of these 
diseases can and should be prevent- 
ed. Statistics indicate that rickets 
cause ten percent of the total num- 
ber of crippled children. Yet.this 
disease is absolutely preventable; 
there just isn’t any excuse for

Q. Why shouldn't the Government undertake this job 
of education and vocational training? 

A. Under dictator governments, practically all services are 
administered by the Government, and the rights and 
privileges of individuals are reduced to a minimum. 
In Canada we still retain the right to decide whether or 
not we wish to provide certain services for our fellow- 
men. In due course it will be the duty of the Govern- 
ment to develop schemes for the return to civil life 
of the men now employed in the armed forces.

For instance, as Director of our Educational 

Work in Canada we have secured the services of

Q: Do your services include helping a men find & job “ 


when he gets back? 2 
A: Yes. To co-operate with him and employers of labor: 
to obtain preference for the men who have qualified 
themselves for such jobs or positions, and to assist the 
government in developing plans for the rehabilitation , 
of the men when they return. ‘ 


Q: How much of this money will actually go to help 
the soldiers, and how much will be spent in salaries 
of armchair workers? ‘ ; 

A: To date we have developed our programme with only * 

; two headquarters officers and a very limited number of 

” men in the field, due to the fact that we have been 
able to utilize the services of our existing personnel 
free of charge, and also the assistance of so many 
voluntary workers. No matter how the work may 
develop, the paid personnel will, having regard to the 
amount of voluntary services rendered, be very é 
moderate.

Q; Can my contribution be included as a deduction 
on my income tax? 

A: Yes. This appeal is registered under the War Charities 
Act, and as such, the full exemption for War Charities 
contributions has been authorized by the Secretary 
of State. 

Q: Will there be an official audit of Legion; War Services 
funds? 

A: Yes. A double audit. Canadian Legion War Services, 
Inc. is registered under the War Charities Act (Ottawa), 

and as such its accounts will be audited by the Auditor-

REGINALD. WHITE 
TO HANG APRIL 25 


Defence Counsel States He 
Will Enter -an Appeal 
Against Sentence 


Kitchener, Ont. Feb. 12 (CP).— 
Unless a successful a is filed 
by his counsel, Reginald’ White, 34- 
year-old farm worker, be hang- 
ed April 25 for the axe slayings of 
John and Annie Milroy, aged Water- 
loo farm couple. 

After deliberating three hours 

ere Saturday, a jury convicted 
White of the murders and handed 
thelr verdict to.the judge without 
any recommendation of mercy, 
White stood with bowed head and 
showed no emotion as Mr. Justice 
J.C. Makins passed sentence. De- 
fence Counsel J. K. Sims said he 
would enter an appeal against the 
conviction, ; 

White was arrested Aug. 21, two 
days after the bodies of the brother 
and sister were found in their farm 
home, the heads badly crushed from 
axe blows. 

Strongest evidence against the 
prisoner was a statement .read to 
the jury in which White confessed 
killing the couple following an argu- 
ment with John, his former em- 
ployer. ‘Defence Counsel protested 
against admitting the statement as 
evidence, claiming police had obtain- 
ed it by using improper methods. He 
was overruled by the judge who rul- 
ed police had used no coercion in 
getting the statement. 

In his charge Mr, Justice Makins 
instructed the jury that it “must 
find it is murder or’ nothing” and 
added that there was nothing in the 
evidence to cause reduction of the 
charge to manslaughter.

Memoving Keioid—scar Titsue—dy 
Xray 


One of the first operations I ever |’ 


saw was the removal of a large kel- 
old tumor from a fellow student's 
arm. A keloid tumor ts an over- 
growth of scar tissue following an 
injury. Nature, in closing a wound 
by forming hard white fibrous tis- 
sue, sometimes continues to form 
this scar tissue far past the needs 
of the wound, resulting in a ralsed 
mass of scar tissue. 

‘This mass of scar tissue may be 
out of the way and cause no dis- 
turbance, cr it may “be in a place 
where it gets irritated or injured a 
number of times dally. There is 
often also itching more or less se- 
vere. 

Until just a few years ago, this 
mass of scar tissue was always re- 
moved, when necessary, by surgery. 
The surgeon cut out all the scar 
tissue ond brought the edzes of 
the wound together, thus getting rid 
of the raised mass or lump, The re- 
sults were usually satisfactory, but 
certain cases due to their size and 
location did not do so well. 

As keloids are very common, it is 
gratifying to know that instead of 
surgery, treatment by Xray is now 
greatly used,

“Hitler's lust for power has be- 
come so great that he envisages the 
whole of Europe entirely under his 
own domination with the United 
States as a colony.” These were the 
words of a woman who has met and 
talked not only with Hitler but 
with practically all of Europe's 
leaders. King Carol and General 
Franco are exceptions.

His “force obsession” 
was, she added, the most dangeious 
thing in the world. 

Her admiration for the late Ke- 
mal Ataturk, whom she knew for 
years, is unbounded. He had no am- 
bition except for Turkey and the 
Turks, she said, and she quoted 
his words to her that a village 
on the frontier inhabited by his 
own people was more important to 
him than a principality fifty miles 
away, * 

Miss Forbes was most anxious to 
note that she had never interview- 
ed anyone except Hitler on one 
occasion in Berlin in 1933. Others of 
the great with whom the explorer 
has conversed include the Shah of 
Persia . Talking with him some 
years ago, she sald, the Shah had 
observed that there would never be 
any community of interest between 
the Moslem and the Bolshevik, be- 
cause their whole system of life 
was entirely opposite. The Shah 


Turk, you can only kill him.” 

The subject of the Near East 
brought up Stalin’s name. The ex- 
plorer remembered that Stalin had 
told her that he was “oil minded” 
because distances in Russia were 
so great that they could only be 
conquerred with oll. It might be, he 
had said, that Baku could not sup- 
ply Russia with enough oil, and 
in that case Russia would of course 
be interested in Persian supplies.

If Germany had 
not sunk our ships and if American 
lives had not been lost in those ac- 
tions, we would not have entered 
the war. 

Faith in Ideals Cited 

With all our faults, we Americans 
have a great faith in certain ideals 
—a faith that has moved moun- 
tains and has contributed mightily 
to our greatness as a nation. When 
Woodrow Wilson struck the moral 
note, the heart of America respond- 
ed. Most Americans did believe 
that we were fighting “to make the 
world safe for democracy." Wheth- 
er we succeeded or falled {s irrele- 
vant at this point, We did fight 
for something worth fighting for 
and we need feel no regret or 
shame for that motive and purpose. 

Somewhat allied to the foregoing 
reason were our national heritage 
and traditions. English people, 
French people and American peo- 
ple believe in their hearts that in- 
dividual freedom is one of those 
few things worth fighting for and. 
{{ need be, worth dying for. 

The German ideal in the last war, 
as in the present one, was dif- 
ferent, and—what is important for 
us to bear ip mind—really cn- 
dangered our id:al then as it does 
today.

London, Feb, 20 —(CP)— The 
Daily Herald, discussing the action 


of the Royal Navy in rescuing 
British ‘seamen -from the Nazi 
prison ship, Altmark, reminded 


Norway today that “Germany has 
been continually and flagrantly 
violating your territorial waters.” 

In an editorial in the form of a 
letter, the newspaper asked Norway 
how she could fall to remember 
that Germany “has killed your sea- 
men and sunk your ships and the 
ships of other neutra!s.” 

“German submarines hug your 
coastline on their way in and out 
to attack British. ships,” said the 
paper. “Though we know this well, 
British ships have been scrupulous- 
ly observing International law.

Chamberlain Praised 
-Restating What the War

NO CHANGE IN AIMS 


London, Feb. 27— (CP) —The 
British press today gave enthusi- 
astic endorsement {to the Allies’ 
war alms as outlined by Prime 
Minister Chamberlain in his speech 
at Birmingham Saturday. 

“We are assured of the Allied 
power to defeat the Puehrer’s crar- 
ed ambition to dominate the 


world,” the Dally Telegraph sald. th 


“But the purpose of our “crusade 
goes beyond the overthrow of his 
tyranny. 

“No one who lives in a free 
country, as Mr. Chamberlain re- 
marked, can doubt now what the 
war aims of the Allies are. His own 
full and vigorous restatement of 
them changed not a jot of what he 
and M. Daladier have said before.” 

The News Chronicle said:— 
“The Prime Minister did well to 
restate our main war dims in clear 
and concrete terms......from Mu- 
nich (where Adolf Hitler spoke) 
came a very different speech. The 
world has not found the Puehrer's 
latest utterance elther confident or 
statesmanlike.” 

The Dally Herald said:— “The 
Labor party and the Daily Herald 
would welcome peace by negotia- 
tion. But this must be with Ger- 
man rulers» whose word can be 
trusted.” It said Hitler tried to 
cheer up the depressed German

‘BRITISH SHIPPING 
IMPROVING 


* While British shipping is 
‘the butt of the attack of the 
Nazis, the losses sustained 
in the present war do not 
approach those which were 
suffered in the First Great 
War. The net loss to Britain 
has so far been about 200,- 
000 tons since the war start- 
ed in September as against 
450,000 tons sunk in the one 
month of April 1917. The 
200,000-ton loss so far in 
the present struggle is out 
of a total of 21,000,000 
tons or less than one per 
éent of the strength of Brit- 
ish shipping. 

“Mr. Winston. Churchill, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, 
stated the other day that 
‘British shipping is improv-

Xray Treatment of Severe Goltre 

Despit: the fact that patients with 
severe type of goitre can now un- 
dergo operation in their own town 
or nearby city, there are a number 
who fear operaticn and still others 
with complications which prevent 
surgical treatment. in these 
cases that Xray and radium treat- 
ment have proved successful In the 
majority of cases. 

Drs. Jacob R. Fried, and Henry 
Goldberg. New York, in the New 
York State Journal of Medicine, re- 
port their results of this Xray treat- 
ment in 58 cases of the severe type 
of goltre. 

After outlining the Xray method 
used Weekly for a number of months 
the following results are given. 

Of the 58 cases, 31 were either 
controlled or greatly improved, 4 
were moderately improved, and the 
number of failures was 8. 

The group includes a rather large 
number of cases with severe com: 
plications, most of whom were at 
the same time severely toxic (pols- 
oned )but also a fair number of 
rather mild cases, 

There were 5 cases in which the 
symptoms returned after being free 
of symptoms from 1 1-2 to 3 years, 
occurring under circumstances of 
severe working conditions combined 


¥iwith personal difficulties. 


The basal metabolism rate (rate 
at which the body processes work), 
which was an average of 65 above 
normal at the onset shows a decid- 
ed drop with the first course ot 
treatment—down to 33 above nor- 
mal, Additional treatment lowers it 
further but the final level remains 
at about 23 above normal. “After 
further treatment the rate got 
down to, or slightly above, normal 
in many cases, 

Drs. Fried and Goldberg state 
that while Xray treatment cannot 
mateh the brilliant resuits obtained 
by Surgery, in certain cities, never-
